Car, Truck 
Burn After 
Crash On 
Route 111 

Auto Driver Burned 
Seriously; 14 Hurt 
In Local Accidents 

A fiery auto-truck crash on’. 
Route 111 yesterday afternoon 
caused $28,000 damage and re¬ 
sulted in an Edwardsville man 
being seriously burned. 

It was one of 12 Quad4City 
area traffic accidents this week, 
including five multiple-injury 
collisions that led to 14 persons 
being hospitalized or given 
emergency treatment. 

Two drivers were injured — 
one burned seriously—in a blaz¬ 
ing crash of an auto and a 
syrup tanker truck about 4:15 
p.m. Wednesday on. Route 1111 [ 
near Lakeside Airport. Fire 
damage was estimated at $25,- 
000 to the ail-conditioned trpek 
tractor and $3500 to the auto¬ 
mobile. 

Burned in the crash in which 
the fuel tank of the tractor jvas 
smashed and caught fire, was 
the driver of the car, Eugene 
Fensterman, 60, of 440 West 
Union street, Edwardsville. He . 
was given emergency treatment j 
here and transferred to the 
bum center at Barnes Hospital, 
St. Louis. 

The trucker, Karl Grober, 51, 
of Wood River, suffered minor 
injuries. 

State police said Fensterman 
was traveling south on Route 
■ 111 and apparently lost con¬ 
trol of his car, going off the 
pavement and then skidding 
broadside into the northbound , 
truck loaded with 7000 gallons 
of syrup.

Board Committee 
To Recommend 
Disposal Program 

Recommendations to the 
county board of supervisors as 
to a method of garbage and 
trash disposal to be followed 
by the county will be drafted 
in a meeting of the board's San¬ 
itation committee at Edwards- 
ville next Monday night, Carl 
Buehler, Granite City assistant 
supervisor and chairman of the 
committee, said today. 

Buehler said he called the 
committee session following a 
special meeting of the county 
board of supervisors Monday in 
which several alternate plans 
to put the copnty into the gar¬ 
bage and trash disposal busi¬ 
ness were outlined by repre¬ 
sentatives of Homer & Shifrin, 
consulting engineering firm. 

The committee's recommen¬ 
dation will be presented to the 
county board in its regular 
session next Wednesday. 

F. E. Wisely of the consulting 
firm told the board Monday 
that the engineering report con¬ 
cerning methods of solid waste 
disposal actually is part of a 
three-county study being fi¬ 
nanced partly by federal funds, 
and that any action proposed 
by Madison county- should 
await completion of the report. 
When completed, probably by 
next March, the study will In¬ 
clude plans for St. Clair and 
Monroe counties as well as 
Madison county, Wisely said. 

Need Is Immediate 

But Buehler replied that he 
feels Madison county is con¬ 
fronted with the necessity of 
immediate action in solving its 
waste disposal program and 
that it cannot wait for St. 
Clair and Monroe counties to 
decide on the steps they will 
take. This, he said, would re¬ 
sult in a two-year delay. Madi¬ 
son county’s problem is imme¬ 
diate, he added. 

Buehler said most county 
board members are agreed that 
the county must get into the 
disposal business, but issues 
have been raised over the 
method to be followed. 

The Homer & Shifrin report 
suggests a number of different 
plans, all financed by bond Is¬ 
sues. The board wants to make 
a decision in time to call a 
bond referendum in conection 
with the Nov. 5 general elec¬ 
tion. 

Two plans recommended by 
the engineering firm are receiv¬ 
ing the most attention. One 
calls for establishment of three 
landfills in various parts of the 
county at a cost of more than 
$3 millions. The other calls for 
establishment of one county 
landfill and installation of an 
incinerator at a cost of more 
than $7 millions. 

Lists Eight Plans 

In all, the survey lists eight 
different plans. All are combi¬ 
nations of landfill or incinera¬ 
tor programs. One plan is for 
operation of an $8-mlllion in¬ 
cinerator system. 

Buehler said ohe major ad¬ 
vantage of a county-operated 
disposal system would be that 
the county could set regulations 
for its control and see that it 
was operated properly. 

“If we decided we didn't 
want anyone for out-of-county 
using the county system, then 
we could see to It that they 
didn't,” Buehler commented.

New Buildings Planned 
At Illinois State U. 


A new library, science build¬ 
ing and college of business are 
the major components of a $37.3 
million capital improvements 
budget approved by the Board 
of Regents for the 1969-70 bi¬ 
ennium at Illinois State Univer¬ 
sity, Normal. 

The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education will next review the 
budget, along with those from 
other universities in the state, 
and make its recommendations 
to the Legislature. 

The budget is the largest in 
history for Illinois State, which

University officials said the 
new library is needed to accom¬ 
modate ISU's rapidly growing 
student body and that it would 
be unwise to continue building 
additions to 28-year-old Milner 
Library. All of the new build¬ 
ings would probably be located 
to the north of the main cam¬ 
pus.

Wealth of Data On Community Needs 
Is Of No Value Unless Acted Upon 

“What will the city of St. Louis be like in 
ten years? In 20 years? What forces will de¬ 
termine the future of the city? Are the prob¬ 
lems facing St. Louis indigenous to this area or 
are they typical of other cities throughout the 
U. S.?" 

Such questions are not unique. But it is 
interesting to note that they are being asked— 
and answers are being sought—by the Center 
of Community and Metropolitan Studies of the 
University of Missouri at St. Louis. 

The urban problem solving function of the 
center, established in 1965, calls to mind the 
studies during the 1960s by various Southern 
Illinois University departments and bureaus on 
development problems in this region, including 
the needed rejuvenation of downtown Granite 
City. 

It is a well accepted practice for univer¬ 
sities to aid in analyzing and meeting commun¬ 
ity needs, with responsible public and business 
officials making the ultimate decisions on which 
actions to take. 

There is nothing sacred about the findings 
or recommendations of any particular institution 
or agency, but such background information can 
be invaluable to an area beset with a problem 
and groping for a remedy. 

A wealth of research has been carried out 
in the Quad-Cities. Because the relevancy of any 
data can be impaired by the passage of time, 
an issue coming increasingly into focus is whe¬ 
ther it will lead to action and progress, or to 
disinterest and inaction—a "head in the sand" 
approach that leaves both ostriches and com¬ 
munities in a vulnerable position.

School officials feel 
that they have the duty and right to determine 
policies and pay levels. In demanding an in- '• 
creasingly strong policy-setting voice, employees 
say officials are too insensitive to educational 
needs or too unaware of the needs. Courts, 
if they continue their recent performance, will 
mark time and straddle the issue, leaving the 
general public virtually defenseless. 

Undoubtedly all parties are sincerely moti¬ 
vated; the courses of action they espouse will, 
in their views, aid students and schools in the 
long run. Unfortunately, even in the “holiest” 
of warfare, someone gets hurt—often the inno¬ 
cent bystander. 

Nothing is totaling lacking in educational 
value. Pupils soon may get "educated" about 
one aspect of life—a disrupted school system. 

But it is hardly a prospect that anyone can look 
forward to. with much pleasure.

St. Clair Needs Park System’s ‘Green Thumb’ 

Now that the divided section of St. Clair 
avenue has one-way traffic and cross streets 
have been linked by cutting through the park¬ 
way, a series of four block-long tracts of 
greenery has been created, much like 24th 
street. 

Although the history of city-park district 
land transfers has not been as cordial as past 
school-park dealings, there is hope that park 
commissioners will request and accept the St. 
Clair median from the municipality as soon as 
their budget permits. 

Situated near Worthen Park, the partly 
weed-infested St. Clair property could gain in 
scenic and recreation value once the park staff 
extends its maintenance "green thumb.” 

Laws, Programs Twisted to Aid 
Terrorists, Intimidate Public 

The soundness of certain state and federal 
laws seems doubtful following U. S. Senate 
committee disclosures about Chicago street 
gangs last week. 

Because Illinois has sharply curtailed 
prosecution and punishment of teenagers, some 
of the gangs have assigned murders and other 
major crimes to their youngest members, tell¬ 
ing them that they have little lo fear. And 
hoodlums have disrupted various neighborhoods 
with the specific purpose of creating problems 
enabling anti-poverty administrators to justify 
federal tax grants to them. 

Evidence also indicates some federal job 
training and legal aid programs have resulted 
in increased power and protection for terrorists 
and decreased security for the private citizens 
they intimidate. 

' It is not necessary to quarrel with the 
worthy objectives of such laws to demand that 
their loopholes or administrative failures be cor¬ 
rected immediately. And those giving expert 
but corruptive advice to the disadvantaged 
ought to be thrown into jail, regardless of the 
nature of the professions which their conduct 
has profaned.

Timely Book By Pearl Buck On East 
Vs. West Recalls the War in Korea 


“The New Year” by Pearl 
Buck. John Day Co., New York.

The time span since the Ko¬ 
rean war is Just short of a gen¬ 
eration. Perhaps Pearl Buck 
Intends this cautionary tale to 
counsel our men in Vietnam. 

A promising politician who 
seeks his state’s governorship 
is shaken by a solitary Indis¬ 
cretion of his past when an 
urgent letter arrives from his 
all-but-forgotten child bom of a 
Korean "flower girl.” 

His American wife, motivated 
by-inward conflict, insists upon 
investigating, both to help her 
husband who has been quite 
candid about their problem and 
to resolve her self-doubts. 


What she finds in the Orient 
opens her eyes and that of the 
reader to the consequences of 
western men seeking such 
solace. 

The plight that drives eastern 
girls to prostitution is surpassed 
only by that of their children. 

The suspiciously few teenag¬ 
ers of mixed blood, frequently 
mutilated so that “impure” 
blood lines cannot be furthered, 
are ample evidence in Korea 
that they can have almost no 
hope. 

Abandonment, or worse, is 
the rule in a society where ac¬ 
knowledgement of existence de¬ 
pends upon acceptance into the 
family of the father. 

In portraying the American 
couple's dilemma about its re¬ 
sponsibility to this child. Pearl 
Buck, who well knows and has 
well acquainted America with 
east - west encounters in her 
many volumes, sketches In a 
very pale story. 

But in the novel’s concern for 
its hapless victims its stark 
stand is strong.

State Laws Protect Mother Nature 


(Tri-City and lUlnols E 


Anyone who visits Illinois 
state parks this summer will 
find the law there, too. 

The 51 parks in the state park 
system were created by law, 
for purposes designated by law, 
and the rates are fixed by legis¬ 
lative action. 

Latest laws affecting the 
parks were enacted by the 1967 
General Assembly. These laws: 

(1) Set a minimum daily fee 
of $1 for use of overnight camp¬ 
site facilities for a tent or trail¬ 
er (previously there was no 
minimum fee for such service). 

(2) Raised the maximum au¬ 
thorized daily fee for a camp¬ 
site from $1.50 to *2.50. 

(3) Created the 51st park, 
Sam Parr State Park in Jasper 
county. The park is already 
open to the public but facili¬ 
ties are limited. 

Although a higher maximum 
is authorized, charges this sea¬ 
son as set by the Department 
of Conservation will be *1 daily 
for a primitive campsite for 
either a tent or trailer and *1.50 
per day for a modem campsite 
plus 25 cents daily for electri¬ 
cal service. 

Forty-one of the parks 

have camping facilities. 

There Is no entrance charge 

to any of the parks. 

One reason stated in the law 
for creation of the parks is to 
preserve historic sites and rel¬ 
ics connected with early pio¬ 
neer or Indian history.

Thus, a person who uses a 
state park may not cut, break, 
injure, destroy, take or remove 
any tree, shrub, timber, plant 
or natural object or wilfully 
mutilate, injure, deface or de¬ 
stroy any guidepost, notice, tab¬ 
let, fence, enclosure or work 
for protection or ornamenta¬ 
tion. 

The penalty is a fine of from 
*25, to *100 or imprisonment up 
to three months or. both. 

Equally strong penalties are 
applied to anyone who is care¬ 
less with fire. 

It is illegal to light any fire 
except in an authorized place 
or to carelessly permit any fire 
which has been lighted to 
spread or to bum any shrub¬ 
bery, trees, timber, ornaments 
or improvements. 

A person who leaves a 
campfire unattended by a 
competent person Is break¬ 
ing the law—even if the fire 
causes no damage.

The Tri-City Regional Port 
Authority board authorized 
payment of its second bond dur¬ 
ing a regular meeting Monday 
night.

NSW, C80 Lines Agree 
To Merger Conditions 

The Norfolk & Western and 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail¬ 
ways have agreed to accept 
conditions placed by the fed¬ 
eral government on the N&W- 
C&O merger plan. 

In a brief filed this week at 
Washington with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the 
two railroads said that while 
the terms would impose heavy 
burdens on both lines, they 
would not oppose the condi¬ 
tions. Because of the consum¬ 
mation of the Penn-Central 
merger, they said, it is imper¬ 
ative that the N&W-C&O mer¬ 
ger be approved as promptly 
as possible. 

The Justice Department last 
month filed a memorandum 
with the ICC expressing the 
opinion that the merger “Is 
not objectionable from the 
standpoint of public interest 
and, indeed, may promote it,” 
provided the three provisions 
are met. It was believed to be 
the first time in ten years that 
the government has approved 
a rail merger while the case 
still is pending before the ICC. 

The three conditions provide 
that the ICC retain jurisdiction 
over the N&W-C&O merger for 
ten years to determine if the 
system then should divest it¬ 
self of the former Wabash lines 
west of the Mississippi; that 
the ICC require the merged 
system to assure continued 
operation of several smaller 
lines to be included in the sys¬ 
tem even if those roads should 
file bankruptcy, and finally, 
that the merged lines assure 
shippers and receivers of com¬ 
petitive service on freight mov¬ 
ing to and from Maine._

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2 Former GC Boys 
Injured Seriously 
By Fireworks 

Two young boys whose father 
is employed by a local brick 
contractor were injured seri¬ 
ously in a fireworks explosion 
at 6 p.m. Monday, in Che back¬ 
yard of their home in Dover, 
Tenn., where the family has 
resided since leaving Granite 
City two years ago. 

McQuade Milliken, 11-year- 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Kelly 
Milliken of Dover, formerly of 
Granite City, is in serious con¬ 
dition at Baptist Hospital, Nash¬ 
ville, Tenn., after losing two 
fingers of his right hand in the 
explosion. He also sustained 
severe lacerations to the chest, 
arms and right palm and 
thumb, and numerous glass 
fragments embedded near the 
mouth. 

The youngster underwent sur¬ 
gery for a five - hour period 
Monday evening and is sched¬ 
uled to undergo a second opera¬ 
tion today in an attempt to save 
the right hand, a local relative 
said. 

Less seriously hurt was Mc- 
Quade's older brother, Ross 
Milliken, 13 years, who is hos¬ 
pitalized at the Clarksville' Me¬ 
morial Hospital, Clarksville, 
Tenn., for cuts to the chest and 
arms. 

Mrs. John Misturak, 2844 
, Madison avenue, an aunt of the 
injured boys, told the Press- 
Record that, the accident oc¬ 
curred when the youngsters , 
filled a bottle with powder, re¬ 
moved from fireworks, and 
lighted a fuse which was placed 
through a hole in the bottle 
cap. Initially,' the powder re¬ 
fused to ignite, however, as the 
younger boy picked it up and 
began to unscrew the cap, the 
glass container shattered in his 
hand. The older youth was 
standing a f.ew feet from the ' 
explosion point, s/he said. 

The father, a bricklayer em¬ 
ployed by Paul Worthen Brick 
Contractors, who commutes 
each weekend between Dover 
and Granite City, was home at 
,the time due to the holiday 
weekend. Two Dover physi¬ 
cians accompanied the younger 
boy on the 67-mile trip by am¬ 
bulance to the Nashville Hospi¬ 
tal, Mrs. Misturak said.
